Police in Aruba ready for a more 
complete registration system, Actpol 


ORANJESTAD — Soon the 
police will be able to detail 
all type of crime, violence 
and misdemeanors with its 
brand new system Actpol, 
introduced this week. The 
new system, financed by the 
Aruba Development Fund, 
was an investment of almost 
1.2 million florins and this is 
without the cost of training 
for the personnel that is also 
substantial. 

Actpol will replace the X- 
pol system, which provided 
a limited view of police 
handlings. The new system, 
approved by the Minister 
of Justice Rudy Croes last 
year, entails a more thorough 
administration of police 
activities. For instance, the 
police can now specify a 
crime or misdemeanor in 
details, unlike it was the 


case before. The previous 
system recorded that a 
crime/misdemeanor had 
occurred, which limited the 
year reviews in providing a 
complete image of what had 
transpired in the community. 
Now, the system will demand 
from officers to detail 
whether there was a case of 
domestic abuse, child abuse, 
violence, and so forth, and 
all data has to be filled in, 
otherwise it would not allow 
for continuation. 

Moreover, the intention is to 
link the system to the Census 
Bureau and eventually to the 
one of the General Health 
Insurance, AZV, as way 
to back up information on 
personal data. 

This is crucial, as police 
officers will not be required to 
‘write’ personal information

The system itself will call 
up the name of the people 
involved based on automated 
data. 

Inspector JeanetteRichardson 
Baars was the project 
leader for the Actpol, and 
explained that the process 
to get the financing was 
long, complicated but that 
the Aruba Police is happy 
that FDA approved the 
investment in a system that 
will allow a better overview 
of police activities in Aruba. 
Mr. Jeff Brooks also of the 
Aruba Police is responsible 
for the system and said 


training for the personnel 
have started but that the 
complete implementation 
of Actpol will take a few 
more weeks. He ensured 
that all involved will be 
provided the necessary tools 
or even assistance to become 
proficient with the new 
system. 

Actpol has already been 
introduced in Curasao and 
St. Maarten, and even though 
the implementation of the 
Aruba system is slightly 
different, due to different 
circumstances, Jeiro Belioso 
of ACT (the Cura?ao based 
company that provides the 
system), ensured it will be 
a major asset for the Aruba 


Police as well. Belioso 
outlined the usage of the 
automated registration and 
administration, and also 
emphasized the enormous 
security that is linked with 
the Actpol, not only within 
the compounds of the police 
but also to avoid illegal 
hacking. 

Head Commissioner 

Peter de Witte expressed 
his satisfaction with the 
acquisition of Actpol, which 
is not only a result of major 
efforts of his staff but also 
a new tool to have a clear 
oversightonthedevelopments 
in Aruba, as this will allow 
for more precise policies and 
management decisions.Q

Uplifted beyond its merits by a stunning 
performance from Marion Cotillard, the 
humdrum biopic of Edith Piaf, La Vie En 
Rose, jogs obligingly along with Piaf the 
legend rather than the woman. It’s not hard 
to do, given the fuzzy borders between Piaf’s 
undeniably scarred life and her relentless gift 
for revisionist autobiography. 

By any measure, France’s favorite songbird 
had a lousy childhood. Shuttled from pillar to 


post of Paris’s slum district by her mother, an 
alcoholic cafe singer and part-time hooker, 
Piaf was eventually dumped as a toddler 
by her father (a circus contortionist) on 
his mother, who ran a brothel. This serial 
abandonment led to a self-destructive streak 
that dogged Piaf through her years singing 
for scraps on the streets. 

A meteoric rise to fame did nothing to ease 
the existential panic, and Piaf spent years as a 
soused party animal with scads of unreliable 
lovers who made her miserable and vice 
versa. 

Two tumultuous marriages didn’t help, nor 
did Piaf’s addiction to morphine after a 
serious car crash. Dragging herself from one 
performance to another long after she should 
have quit, at age 47 she finally succumbed, 
defiantly but famously with no regrets, to 
cancer in 1963. 

If that’s not a movie, I don’t know what is. 
Contribution is strongly suggested in order to 
continue with our film club presentations.□

PARIS (AFP) - French first lady Carla Bruni-Sarkozy will travel 
to Burkina Faso next week on her first trip as goodwill ambassador 
for the Global Fund to Fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria, 
officials said Wednesday. 

Bruni will during the one-day trip next Wednesday visit a hospital 
in the capital Ouagadougou and meet mothers and their children 
infected by the HIV virus that causes AIDS. 

She will also meet with health officials and charity workers and 
visit a centre that provides HIV-testing in the West African state that 
the United Nations ranks as as the world’s third poorest country. 
Burkina Faso managed to bring down HIV infections from 7.4 
percent in 1997 to 2 percent in 2005, according to a 2008 UN 
report that said that increasing use of condoms had helped reduce 
the rate. 

Bruni, the wife of President Nicolas Sarkozy, agreed in November 
to become a goodwill ambassador for the protection of mothers 
and children against AIDS. 

Based in Geneva, the Global Fund oversees hundreds of 
programmes in 136 countries through public-private partnerships 
that have raised more than 11 billion dollars. 

Bruni, who married Sarkozy a year ago, expressed an interest in 
work to battle HIV following a visit to South Africa, which has one 
of the world’s largest AIDS caseloads.

Britain s Princess 
Anne visits Kosovo 


PRISTINA (AFP) - Princess Anne, the only daughter of Queen 
Elizabeth II, on Wednesday became the first British royal 
to visit Kosovo since the disputed Balkan territory declared 
independence. 

Kosovo Foreign Minister Skender Hyseni was on hand to welcome 
the princess at Pristina airport. 

During her visit, Princess Anne was to “meet a variety of people 
from different communities within Kosovo,” the British embassy 
said in a statement. 

As the patron of the charity Save the Children, she plans to attend 
an eastern Kosovo pre-school which works toward integrating 
disabled children into the education system. 

She is also scheduled to visit British peacekeepers and members 
of a European Union mission “in recognition of the role they 
are playing in Kosovo during this period of transition,” said the 
statement. 

“This visit reflects the importance that the United Kingdom places 
on its relationship with Kosovo,” said, Andy Sparkes, Britain’s 
ambassador to Kosovo. 

Britain announced its recognition of Kosovo a day after the 
ethnic Albanian-majority region unilaterally seceded from Serbia 
on February 17, 2008. Serbia, which still considers Kosovo its 
southern province, reacted by recalling its ambassador to London, 
only reinstating the envoy in October after it won the right to 
challenge Kosovo’s independence before the world court.Q

For some, ‘American Idol’ 
a second chance at fame

LOS ANGELES - It has the 
makings of an all-star ensemble: 
an Osmond family member, a 
Rosie O’Donnell protege, the 
sister of a Grammy-winning 
blues singer, an actor from 
“Wicked,” a former Miss New 
York USA, an actress who’s 
been on “The Sopranos” and 
a recording artist who was 
covered by Britney Spears. 

But this is not the new cast of 
“Dancing with the Stars.” It’s 
a cross-section of the not-so- 
green wannabes who made it 
through to Hollywood Week on 
“American Idol.” 

For the reality competition 
whose tagline was once “The 
Search for the Next Superstar,” 
it seems there are several 
crooners who’ve already had a 
shot — or several — at making 
it in the music industry. 


“The series creates this problem 
for itself by frequently playing 
up the dream-making aspect 
of the show, but it isn’t really 
an amateur competition,” said 
Andy Dehnart, who blogs about 
reality TV at realityblurred. 
com. 

Joanna Pacitti, who auditioned 
in Kentucky, has attracted the 
most attention for her showbiz 
background. She was signed to 
A&M Records, as judge Kara 
DioGuardi pointed out on the 
show, and Geffen Records 
released an album by her in 
2006. Britney Spears’ tune “Out 
From Under,” from her latest 
album, was first sung by Pacitti 
on the “Bratz” soundtrack. 
Pacitti isn’t the only contestant 
who brought a bit of her own 
spotlight to the “Idol” stage. 
Danielle Roundtree was Miss 
New York USA in 2008. Adam 
Lambert was a cast member 


in the Los Angeles production 
of “Wicked.” Von Smith sang 
on “The View” after Rosie 
O’Donnell spotted him wailing 
on YouTube. Jackie Tohn is a 
professional actress who has 
several film and TV credits 
to her name, including “The 
Sopranos.” Other crooners 
have fame in their bloodline: 
David Osmond is the 29-year- 
old son of Alan Osmond, the 
eldest of the singing Osmond 
brothers; Jesse Langseth is 
the younger sister of Grammy 
Award-winning blues singer 
Johnny Lang; and Michael 
Castro is the younger brother of 
Jason Castro, the dreadlocked 
seventh season contestant who 
placed fourth. “I think the 
producers are just lazy,” said 
Dave Della Terza, founder of 
VoteForTheWorst.com, which 
encourages “Idol” viewers to 
vote for bad — but entertaining 
— singers. “Clearly, there’s 
something wrong with the 
audition process if they have to 
continue to have these plants on 
the show.” The only stipulation 
in the “Idol” rulebook is that 
contestants cannot be under a 
record or management contract 
when they audition. Nothing 
restricts those who once had a 
record deal from trying out. In 
fact, the past seven seasons of 
the Fox show have been littered 
with contestants with prior 
history in the biz. 

Still, people talk. 

Last season, finalist Carly 
Smithson caused a stir online 
when it was revealed she 
recorded an album for MCA 
Records. □ 


K-Fed lawyer: No Deal Yet on

NEW YORK - Investors grew 
nervous Wednesday that the 
weakness in the economy is 
spreading to companies like 
Kraft Foods Inc. that are usually 
seen as safe havens during 
recessions. 

Stocks mostly gave back their 
gains from an early rally. Falling 
consumer stocks weighed most 
heavily on the Dow Jones 
industrial average and the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index. 
The Dow fell more than 125 
points. Meanwhile, the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq composite index 
showed a modest advance. 
Fourth-quarter numbers from 
Kraft, Walt Disney Co. and 
Time Warner Inc. provided the 
latest reminder of the economy’s 
struggles. 

The worries about the reports 
and recurring fears about the 
banking industry upended 
an early rally that followed a 
better-than-expected reading on 
the service sector. The Institute 
for Supply Management said 
the sector shrank in January at a 
slower pace than in December. 
Still, it was the fourth straight 
month that business activity in 
services contracted. 

The trade association of 
purchasing executives said its 
index rose to 42.9 in January 


from a revised 40.1 inDecember. 
Analysts had expected a reading 
of 39, according to a survey by 
Thomson Reuters. The ISM’s 
report on the manufacturing 
sector, issued Monday, similarly 
came in above expectations 
even as it signaled continuing 
weakness. 

“There’s so much uncertainty 
right now that investors are 
looking for any clues that the 
economy may be starting to 
stabilize and turn around,” said 
Michael Sheldon, chief market 
strategist at RDM Financial 
Group. 

Investors couldn’t escape the 
disappointing earnings reports. 
Wall Street also looked to 
Washington with hopes leaders 
would soon show further 
progress on a bill to help revive 
the economy by boosting 
spending and lowering taxes. 
The Senate is getting closer to 
passing a $900 billion stimulus 
plan. Senators recently added 
money to the bill for medical 
research and tax breaks for car 
purchases. A similar plan has 
already cleared the House. 
“Overall, we seem to be having 
a tug of war between very weak 
economic data and the prospect 
of a pick up in growth later this 
year helped by the upcoming 
stimulus package and potential 
help for the housing and 
financial services industries,” 


Sheldon said. 

In late afternoon trading, 
the Dow fell 128.23, or 1.59 
percent, to 7,950.13. 

Broader indicators were mixed. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 7.28, or 0.87 percent, 
to 831.23, and the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 5.74, or 
0.38 percent, to 1,522.04. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 2.44, or 
0.54 percent, to 450.46. 
Declining issues outnumbered 
advancers by about 3 to 2 on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 1.01 
billion shares. 

Trading has been erratic in 
recent days. Investors coming 
off the market’s worst January 
ever have been searching 
for bargains among battered 
stocks and looking for signs the 
economy might be bottoming 
out.

WASHINGTON - The nation’s 
service sector shrank for the 
fourth straight month in January, 
a trade group said Wednesday, 
but at a slower pace than the 
previous month. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management, a trade association 
ofpurchasing executives, said its 
service sector index rose to 42.9 
last month, from December’s 
downwardly revised reading of 
40.1. 

That January reading was 
above analysts’ expectations 
of 39, according to a survey by 
Thomson Reuters. Any reading 
above 50 signals growth, while 
a reading below 50 indicates 
contraction. 

The ISM’s service sector index 
is based on a survey of member 
companies in 18 industries 
such as hotels and travel, retail, 
health care and mining. 

While the report indicates that 
the economy’s decline may 
be moderating, it does not 
necessarily signal a turnaround, 
economists said. 

“There is no reason at all 


Tuesday with a gain, sending 
the major indexes up more 
than 1 percent, thanks to 
reassuring data about pending 
home sales and better-than- 
expected earnings reports from 
companies like drugmakers. 
Bond prices were mixed 
Wednesday. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite its 
price, rose to 2.91 percent from 
2.88 percent late Tuesday. The 
yield on the three-month T-bill, 
considered one of the safest 
investments, dipped to 0.30 
percent from 0.32 percent.

On Wall Street, stocks fell after 
optimism about the better-than- 
expected reading and hopes 
that Congress would soon 
move forward with a massive 
economic stimulus bill gave 
way to concerns over weak 
corporate earnings reports. In 
afternoon trading, the Dow 
Jones industrial average lost 
about 130 points and broader 
indicators also dipped. 

Still, only two service industries 
in the ISM survey reported 
growth in January — health 
care and social assistance, and 
finance and insurance — despite 
recent troubles in the banking 
industry. 

The 16 industries that 
reported declining activity 
include: mining, retail trade,

The Treasury Department 
said Wednesday it is bringing 
back the seven-year note and 
doubling the number of its 30- 
year bond auctions as it tries to 
handle a surging budget deficit 
projected to top $1 trillion this 
year.

Service sector declines less 
than expected in lan. 
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The cheap stimulus option: Stop 
hyping bad economic news

Dallas - The mother of all government stimulus packages 
is headed for passage - and sporting a 12-figure price tag. 
Since a recession is supposed to be a time for reining in 
extravagant habits, I wondered if there were any bargain 
basement stimulus plans available. I came up with one that 
would be virtually free. 

Congress could pass a law requiring more positive coverage 
of the economy by the news media. 

OK, so that’s a tad unconstitutional. But the spirit of that plan 
does make an important point. Now that inflated asset values 
have been brought down to earth, many of our remaining 
problems are tied to a lack of confidence, fueled by what we 
read or see in the mainstream news. 

Scanning the past year’s headlines is like watching a bad 
horror film. The bodies keep piling up, and when you think it 
might be over, you find out it’s only just begun. 

Something is wrong with this picture. 

While things in the economy truly are bad, this is not simply 
about reporting the truth; it’s about representing that truth in 
the most responsible way. A media that is too much in love 
with stories that bleed is capable of making the recession 
worse than it has to be. 

For instance, I recently read a headline announcing that the 
recession had begun to hurt small-business owners. The 
underlying article was about, believe it or not, a survey that 
registered an increase in the optimism of small-business 
owners. Deriding that small increase as insignificant, the 
article went on to tout the many sinister economic beasts 
awaiting us around every comer. 

I saw another headline tmmpeting negative job news. Upon 
reading the underlying article, I learned that initial jobless 
claims had unexpectedly fallen in the previous week. But this 
hopeful fact was quickly bmshed aside as an aberration, and 
possibly even a result of layoffs getting an earlier start than 
in past winters. 

I have seen a number of stories in which neutral or even 
positive economic news is taken too lightly, or spun negatively 
to the point of dizziness. Sometimes, the number of people 
on unemployment rolls is said to be the highest in so many 
decades. What goes unmentioned is the fact that growth in 
the US population over those decades makes such statements, 
while technically correct, potentially misleading. 

If news stories took a more encouraging approach, while 
remaining engaging, maybe we could stimulate the confidence 
our economy needs without it costing an arm and a leg. □ 



Is Obama Forgetting About Main Street?

The Nation — There is no 
question that the United States 
is in a trade war. 

And it is losing. 

A country that month after month 
after month records trade deficits 
in the range of $50 billion to 
$60 billion—astronomical levels 
of imbalance between what is 
spent on imports versus what is 
earned from exports—is failing 
to compete, or even to function, 
in the global economy. And it 
certainly is not influencing the 
shape of that economy for the 
betterment of workers at home 
or abroad. 

Barack Obama seemed to 
recognize this fact as a candidate 
for president. 

But the man who just 
nominated radical free-trader 
Judd Gregg to serve as his 
Secretary of Commerce seems 
to be forgetting the factory 
workers he promised to protect 
as a candidate. Appearing 
on Fox News, Obama veered 
dramatically off course after he 
was asked about the so-called 
“Buy America” provisions in 
his stimulus plan. Adopting the 
conservativenetwork’spreferred 
language, the president replied: 
“I agree that we can’t send a 
protectionist message. I want to 
see what kind of language we 
can work on this issue. I think it 
would be a mistake, though, at 
a time when worldwide trade is 
declining, for us to start sending 
a message that somehow we’re 
just looking after ourselves 
and not concerned with world 
trade.” 

Obama is smarter than that. 

At least he was when he was 
running for president against 
John McCain — the Arizona 


senator who, ironically, or is 
it tragically, has proposed an 
amendment to the stimulus 
bill that would strike the “Buy 
America” provisions from 
which Obama is distancing 
himself. 

Obama used to understand 
that it is entirely possible, and 
appropriate, to “look after 
ourselves” while at the same 
time being “concerned with 
world trade.” 

In fact, every country does — 
including the United States. 

The only issues is how we 
define “ourselves.” 

It all comes down to the Wall 
Street versus Main Street debate 
that was so central to the 2008 
presidential campaign. 

Bill Clinton and George Bush 
defined “ourselves” as a narrow 
circle of Wall Street traders, 
speculators and multinational 
investors — all of whom gave 
very generous contributions 
to friendly Democrats and 
Republicans. 

Supporters of “Buy America” 
provisions in the stimulus plan- 
- which would use the massive 
infusions of U.S. money into the 
economy to encourage domestic 
j ob creation—define “ourselves” 
differently. For them, it’s about 
Main Street. They are thinking 
of unemployed Pennsylvania 
construction workers who need 
jobs and of Ohio steel workers 
who still have j obs but fear losing 
them. They are thinking of Iowa 
farm families that are having a 
hard time getting the loans to 
plant this year’s crop and of 
Alabama small business owners 
who are trying to hold their own 
against unfair competition from 
WalMart super centers that 
pack their shelves with cheap 


imports from countries where 
environmental and food safety 
regulations are laxer than those 
applied in the U.S. 

“We have a responsibility to 
taxpayers to use their dollars 
to support American jobs,” 
explains Ohio Senator Sherrod 
Brown, a veteran global human 
rights campaigner who as a 
member of the House and 
Senate has long been one of the 
most consistent and concerned 
internationalists in Congress. 
Brown and other leading 
supporters of the “Buy America” 
provisions in the stimulus bill 
are not wide-eyed nationalists 
who hate foreigners and seek 
to practice crude protectionism. 
In fact, they are unbought- 
and-unbossed members of 
Congress, the trade unionists, 
farm organizations, consumer 
advocates and others who form 
the fair-trade movement that 
has been in the forefront of 
the campaign for a new global 
trading system that promotes 
sustainability, environmentally- 
sound practices and human 
rights. They are concerned 
about workers and farmers in 
the United States, but they are 
also concerned about workers 
and farmers in the countries with 
which the United States trades. 
By any and every measure, they 
are dramatically more concerned 
about exploited workers in 
the developing world than the 
free-trade absolutists who have 
encouraged agricultural policies 
and food-speculation schemes 
that have forced small farmers 
off the land in Latin America, 
African and Asian countries, 
inflated food prices and created 
hunger crises in dozens of

Obama caps executive 
pay tied to bailout money

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama on Wednesday 
imposed a $500,000 cap on 
senior executive pay for the 
most distressed financial 
institutions receiving taxpayer 
bailout money and promised 
new steps to end a system of 
“executives being rewarded 
for failure.” 

Obama announced the unusual 
government intervention into 
corporate America at the 
White House, with Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
at his side. The president said 
the executive-pay limits are a 
first step, to be followed by 
the unveiling next week of a 
sweeping new framework for 
spending what remains of the 
$700 billion financial industry 
bailout that Congress created 
last year. 

The pay limit comes amid 
a national outcry over huge 
bonuses to executives who 
head companies that seek 
taxpayer dollars to remain 
afloat. The demand for limits 


was reinforced by revelations 
that Wall Street firms paid 
more than $18 billion in 
bonuses in 2008 amid the 
economic downturn and the 
massive infusion of taxpayer 
dollars. 

The limit would apply to 
top-paid executives at the 
most distressed financial 


institutions that are negotiating 
bailout agreements with the 
federal government. It also 
would apply to other banks 
that receive aid, but they 
could get around the limits by 
publicizing to shareholders 
plans to exceed the salary 
cap.

The limits would not apply 
retroactively to any bank that 
received money from the 
first half of the $700 bailout 
allocated by Congress. For 
example, the restriction would 
not apply to such firms as 
American International Group 
Inc., Bank of America Corp., 
and Citigroup Inc., that already 
have received such help. 

But Obama touted the broad 


symbolism of his action. 

“This is America. We don’t 
disparage wealth. We don’t 
begrudge anybody for 
achieving success,” Obama 
said. “But what gets people 
upset — and rightfully so — 
are executives being rewarded 
for failure. Especially when 
those rewards are subsidized 
by U.S. taxpayers.” 

“There is a deep sense across 
the country that those who 
were not ... responsible for 


this crisis are bearing a greater 
burden than those who were,” 
Geithner said. 

Firms that want to pay 
executives above the $500,000 
threshold would have to use 
stock that could not be sold or 
liquidated until they pay back 
the government funds. 
Generally healthy institutions 
that get capital infusions from 
the Troubled Asset Relief 
Program in the future will 
have more leeway. They also 
will face the $500,000 limit, 
but the cap can be waived with 
full public disclosure and a 
nonbinding shareholder vote. 
Obama said that massive 
severance packages for 
executives who leave failing 
firms are also going to be 
eliminated. “We’re taking the 
air out of golden parachutes,” 
he said. 

Other new requirements on 
“exceptional assistance” will 
include: 

The expansion to 20, 
from five, the number of 
executives who would 
face reduced bonuses and 
incentives if they are found 


to have knowingly provided 
inaccurate information 

related to company financial 
statements or performance 
measurements. 

An increase in the ban on 
goldenparachutesfromafirm’s 
top five senior executives to 
its top 10. The next 25 would 
be prohibited from golden 
parachutes that exceed one 
year’s compensation. 

A requirement that boards 
of directors adopt policies on 
spending such as corporate 
jets, renovations and 
entertainment. 

The administration also 
will propose long-term 
compensation restrictions 
even for companies that don’t 
receive government assistance, 
Obama said. 

Those proposals include: 

• Requiring top executives at 
financial institutions to hold 
stock for several years before 
they can cash out. 

• Requiring nonbinding “say 
on pay” resolutions — that is, 
giving shareholders more say 
on executive compensation. 

• A Treasury-sponsored 


conference on a long¬ 
term overhaul of executive 
compensation. 

Compensation experts in the 
private sector have warned 
that intrusions into the 
internal decisions of financial 
institutions could discourage 
participation in the rescue 
program and slow down the 
financial sector’s recovery. 
They also argue that it could 
set a precedent for government 
regulation that undermines 
performance-based pay. 

“One of the big questions is 
whether it will make it more 
difficult to recruit and retain 
executivesatthesecompanies,” 
said Claudia Allen, chair of 
corporate governance at the 
Chicago-based law firm of 
Neal, Gerber & Eisenberg. 

The $500,000 cap “is a very 
tight limit,” she said. 

Timothy J. Bartl, vice 
president and general counsel 
for the Center On Executive 
Compensation, said the 
president’s actions are a 
unique situation given the 
government’s role bailing out 
troubled institutions. Q

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IISDA puts employees on leave amid drag allegations

DES MOINES, Iowa 
- The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has placed 19 
employees at a laboratory 
campus in central Iowa on 
paid leave after allegations 
that some used veterinary 
credentials to purchase 
low-cost medications for 
themselves and relatives. 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack, Iowa’s former 
governor, called it “a 
very serious situation that 
requires immediate and 
decisive action.” 

He told The Associated 
Press by telephone 
Wednesday afternoon that 
there is no evidence the 
alleged activity interfered 
with the laboratories’ work 
or results. But Vilsack said 
“we want to send a clear 
signal” that such actions 
won’t be tolerated. 

The names of the employees 
placed on leave weren’t 
released. Officials said 
more could be involved. 
Three USD A laboratories 
employ about 900 people 
on a sprawling campus in 
Ames. Testing for diseases 
such as mad cow and bird 
flu take place at the labs. 
Cindy Smith, USD A’s acting 
deputy undersecretary of 
marketing and regulatory 


programs, said in a 
telephone interview that 
the drugs were sold to 
other employees for their 
own and their families’ 
use. The drugs were 
primarily antibiotics, blood 
pressure medications and 
pain relievers; none were 
narcotics. “They are not 
concerned that they were 
being sold to anyone else, 
but there was inappropriate 
use being alleged of the 
veterinary credentials that 
allowed employees to gain 
access to medicines” that 
should have been purchased 
through a medical doctor, 
Smith said. 

Vilsack said the USD A has 
commissioned two outside 
reviews of laboratory 
processes and management 
at the facilities. He said 
that results and possible 
corrective actions will 
be released once the 
investigation is finished. 

I can’t give you a time 
frame for the investigation. 
It’s ongoing,” he said. 

“It will be fair and 
complete.” 

Of the 19 employees placed 
on leave, all but two work 
for the USD A’s Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection 
Service, which oversees 
two of the three labs at the 
site. That agency’s acting

administrator, Kevin Shea, 
reaffirmed that the alleged 
activities haven’t affected 
the laboratories’ work.

reporters. 

He ordered the Bureau of 
Land Management, which 
is part of the Interior 
Department, to not cash 
checks from winning 
bidders for parcels at 
issue in a lawsuit filed by 
environmental groups. 

The sales were worth $6 
million to the government 
in addition to royalties on 
any oil or gas production. 
“We will take time and 
a fresh look at these 77 
parcels to see if they are 
appropriate for oil and gas 
development,” Salazar 
said. 

A federal judge put the sale 
of the 77 parcels on hold 
last month until the lawsuit 
was resolved. Now, Salazar 
is refusing to sell any of 
them _ at least until the new 
administration has a chance 
to take a second look. 
Conservation groups 

promised to press ahead 
with the lawsuit to challenge 
long-term management 
plans that made the sale 
of the parcels possible in 


the first place. The plans, 
governing 7 million acres 
(nearly 3 million hectares) 
of public land in Utah, were 
approved by the BLM last 
year. 

Among critics of 
December’s lease auction 
was actor Robert Redford, 
who owns Sundance ski 
resort and has spent a 
lifetime on horseback in 
southern Utah’s canyons. 

“I see this announcement as 
a sign that after eight long 
years of rapacious greed 
and backdoor dealings, our 
government is returning 
a sense of balance to the 
way it manages our lands,” 
Redford, 71, said in a 
statement Wednesday. 
Salazar said some of the 77 
lease parcels are too close 
to Arches and Canyonlands 
national parks and Dinosaur 
National Monument, all in 
Utah. Other leases taken off 
the table were on the high 
cliffs of whitewater sections 
of the Green River through 
Desolation Canyon. 

Salazar also acted to 


protect plateaus populated 
by big game atop Nine 
Mile Canyon, sometimes 
called the world’s longest 
art gallery because of its 
collection of ancient rock- 
art panels. 

The National Park Service 
protested the Dec. 19 
auction weeks before it 
was held, and the BLM 
removed some parcels from 
the auction list in response. 
Earthjustice, the group that 
filed the auction lawsuit, 
estimated the lands in 
question would produce 
only an hour and a half of 
oil for the whole country at 
current consumption rates. 
But those parcels also 
could have produced clean- 
burning natural gas, said 
industry groups, which 
condemned Salazar’s 
decision as counter 
to President Barack 
Obama’s goal of energy 
independence. 

“We hope today’s decision 
does not signal the 
administration is returning 
to the failed policies of 
the past, leaving much 
of America’s vast energy 
resources locked up while 
the nation’s demand for 
energy continues to grow,” 
Jack Gerard, president of 
the American Petroleum 
Institute, said in a statement 
Wednesday. 

Salazar said he was allowing 
the lease of 39 other parcels 
auctioned off in December 
that were not challenged in 
the lawsuit. 

The BLM is scheduled 
to hold its next auction 
in Utah on March 24. It 
wasn’t known Wednesday 
what lands might go up for 
sale next. 

‘ ‘We would hop e that Interior 
will closely scrutinize this 
sale list and take BLM off 
autopilot under the Bush 
administration,” said Steve 
Bloch, a staff lawyer for the 
Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance. □

Fire burns through roof 
of iconic Chicago church

CHICAGO (AP) - A fire 
burned for more than two 
hours Wednesday at Holy 
Name Cathedral, severely 
damaging the attic and leaving 
gaping holes in the roof of 
the 134-year-old Chicago 
landmark and seat of Cardinal 
Francis George. 

Firefighters battled the blaze 
in frigid temperatures at the 
iconic church, which had 
been destroyed in the Great 
Chicago Fire of 1871 and 
rebuilt. 

“First we have to thank God 
no one was injured,” George 
said after surveying the 
damage inside the church. 
“Chicago has always bounced 
back from fires.” 

Church officials said Masses 
would resume Thursday on 
schedule. 

Flames shot through Holy 
Name’s roof for about an 
hour before dying down and 
being replaced by plumes of 
white smoke. The fire was 
out around 8 a.m. Afterward, 
icicles hung from pews and 
water dripped from light

fixtures, George said. 

While no injuries were 
reported from the blaze, a 
firefighter suffered a minor 
back sprain after slipping and 
falling. 

There was no smoke or fire 
damage in the sanctuary, fire 
department spokesman Larry 
Langford said. The cause is 
under investigation. 

Holy Name’s pastor, the Rev. 
Daniel Mayall, said the fire 
set off the sprinkler system, 
which kept the flames from 
extensive wood paneling and 


ornate decorations. 

But Chicago Archdiocese 
Chancellor Jimmy Lago 
described the water damage to 
the church as “humongous,” 
and said crews were pumping 
water from the basement. 
Lourdes Mayback, 54, a 
parishioner for 25 years 
who has helped distribute 
communion and served as an 
usher, stood across the street 
from the cathedral and cried 
as it burned. 

“My heart is breaking in 
pieces,” she said. □

Police said they had no idea 
why someone would target 
Dr. Trent P. Pierce, chairman 
of the Arkansas State Medical 
Board. The explosive device 
placed on or near the car 
shattered the front of his 
white Lexus hybrid in a blast 
the police chief said could be 
heard a mile (1.6 kilometers) 
away. 

West Memphis Police Chief 
Bob Paudert said it wasn’t 
known if the doctor was in 
his car or outside it when the 
device exploded. 

Pierce, a family-practice 
physician, was taken to 
Regional Medical Center in 
Memphis, Tennessee, where he 
was listed in critical condition, 
hospital spokeswoman Sandy 
Snell said. 

The FBI said a second 
person was injured outside 
Pierce’s home, but Paudert 
said only Pierce was hurt. 
The discrepancy could not be 


resolved immediately. 

Pierce had been due in Little 
Rock later Wednesday in 
advance of Thursday and 
Friday’s medical board 
meeting. The board agenda 
includes at least seven 
doctors who previously faced 
discipline. 

Board attorney William Trice, 
of Little Rock, said he knew of 
no heated disputes involving 
Pierce and that Pierce often 
didn’t even take part in board 
votes. “This is just off the 
wall,” Trice said. “It’s just 
such bizarre circumstances.” 
Little Rock police used bomb¬ 
sniffing dogs Wednesday 
afternoon to scan the board’s 
headquarters. State police 
investigators and Little Rock 
detectives spoke with workers 
and accessed Pierce’s e-mail 
account. Officers also planned 
to provide security during the 
board’s upcoming hearings. 
Pierce received no threatening 
e-mails or letters at work, nor 
had there been any outbursts

UN says Hamas seized food aid, blankets In Gaza

JERUSALEM (AP) - Hamas 
police in Gaza broke into 
a warehouse full of United 
Nations humanitarian supplies 
and seized thousands of 
blankets and food packages, 


a U.N. spokesman said 
Wednesday, a rare public clash 
between the international 
agency that feeds much of 
the territory and the militant 
group that rules it. 

The incident highlighted 
difficulties facing donors 


seeking to bypass Hamas while 
helping Gazans survive and 
rebuild after Israel’s punishing 
military operation. 

Hamas policemen stormed 
into an aid warehouse in Gaza 
City on Tuesday evening and 
confiscated 3,500 blankets and 
over 400 food parcels ready for 
distribution to 500 families, 
said United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency spokesman 
Christopher Gunness. 

“They were armed, they 
seized this, they took it by 
force,” Gunness said, terming 
the incident “absolutely 
unacceptable.” 

Police seized the aid after 
UNRWA officials refused to 
voluntarily hand it over to the 
Hamas-run Ministry of Social 
Affairs, he said. Similar aid 
packages were distributed to 
70,000 residents over the past 
two weeks, Gunness said. 

In New York, U.N. deputy 
spokeswoman Marie Okabe 


said UNRWA “condemned 
in the strongest terms” 
the confiscation of its aid 
supplies. 

Ahmad Kurd, the Hamas 
official in charge of the 
ministry, did not deny the 
aid was seized. Other Hamas 
officials defended their 
actions. 

Hamas spokesman Taher Nunu 
demanded an apology and 
said UNRWA was “spreading 
false news.” Ihab Ghussein, 
a spokesman for the Interior 
Ministry, said the incident 
occurred because the U.N. 
was “storing the blankets in 
an area not authorized to be 
distributed.” 

U.N. officials said the aid was 
kept in a local storage facility 
because the organization’s 
regular warehouses were full. 
The U.N., human rights groups 
and Palestinians have often 
complained that a blockade 
by Israel and Egypt has left 


Gaza critically short of vital 
supplies. 

Senior U.N. official John Ging 
said aid distribution would 
continue. “We are not going 
to punish the refugees for the 
irresponsible actions of a few,” 
Ging said. 

“The stakes are very high,” 
Ging said. “Whatever donors 
give us by way of assistance 
has to be fully accounted for.” 
The ability of Hamas to 
provide aid is crucial to 
maintaining support for its 
rule in the territory. 

Mkhaimar Abusada, a 
professor at A1 Aqsa university 
in Gaza City, said Hamas 
probably took the supplies to 
distribute them more widely 
than the U.N., which supports 
only the refugees. 

“Maybe that is why Hamas is 
putting their hand on aid that 
comes to UNWRA, so they 
can give it to those they deem 
suitable,” he said. Q

The Vatican also said in a 
statement that Pope Benedict 
XVI didn’t know about Bishop 
Richard Williamson’s views 
when he agreed to lift his 
excommunication and that of 
three other ultraconservative 
bishops Jan. 21. 

The furor over the German 
pope’s decision has been 
spreading, forcing the Vatican to 
make a remarkable turnaround 
and publicly call the British 
bishop to order. 

The statement was issued by the 
Vatican’s Secretariat of State a 
day after German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel urged the pope 
to make a clearer rejection 
of Holocaust denials, saying 
there hadn’t been adequate 
clarification from the Vatican. 
Further condemnations of 
Williamson had come from 
top German Church officials, 
Jewish groups and the head of 
the U.S. bishops conference. 

In a sign the Vatican had misread 
the mood even among its own 
officials, the secretary of state, 
Cardinal Tarcisio Bertone, was 
quoted in an Italian Catholic 
newspaper Tuesday as saying he 
considered the matter closed. 
The controversy gave a rare 
look at the cracks in Vatican’s 
facade of unity and raised 
questions about the advice the 
pope receives and his access 
to information. Papal aides say 
Benedict, a former university 
professor and theologian, 
receives a daily news summary 
and occasionally watches 
television. 


“This was absolutely a matter 
that was bungled at the highest 
levels of the Vatican,” said 
Rabbi Marvin Hier, founder of 
the Simon Wiesenthal Center in 
Los Angeles. “If they Googled 
the name ‘Bishop Williamson,’ 
they’d find out he was a 
Holocaust denier. This did not 
require advanced research at 
the Vatican Library or Oxford.” 
Hier said he took the pope at 
his word that he didn’t know 
Williamson’s views. 

In the rare public spat, some 
leading cardinals in Germany 
and at the Vatican blamed 
unidentified aides. 

Williamson was shown on 
Swedish state television days 
before his rehabilitation was 
made public, acknowledging he 
said some years ago that “There 
was not one Jew killed by the 
gas chambers” during World 


War II. 

He said historical evidence “is 
hugely against 6 million Jews 
having been deliberately gassed 
in gas chambers as a deliberate 
policy of Adolf Hitler.” 
Williamson subsequently 
apologized to the pope for 
having stirred controversy, 
but he did not repudiate his 
comments, in which he also 
said only 200,000 to 300,000 
Jews were killed during the war 
and none were gassed. 
“Germany has paid out billions 
and billions of deutschmarks and 
now euros because the Germans 
have a guilt complex about their 
having gassed 6 million Jews. 
Well, I don’t think 6 million 
Jews were gassed,” he said. 
The controversy threatened to 
mar Benedict’s strong record 
in building Catholic Jewish 
relations, which included 


visits to the Nazi Auschwitz 
death camp in Poland and 
synagogues in Germany and 
the United States. Jewish 
leaders welcomed the Vatican’s 
statement Wednesday. 

“Had all this been expressed 
at the outset, we could have 
avoided the unnecessary damage 
and distress,” Rabbi David 
Rosen, international director 


of interreligious affairs of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
said in an e-mail following 
Wednesday’s statement. 
Williamson and three other 
bishops were excommunicated 
in 1988 after they were 
consecrated by the late 
ultraconservative Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre without papal 
consent. □
